The Victims of the Late War-Died
in Battle, 96,080 — Died of
Disease, 184,331-Creat
Mortality Among
Colored Troops.

When Abraham Liccoln, on the 16ih day of
April, 1861, ealled for 75,000 militia for three
mwonths' service, the army of the United Stawes
bad the names of about 14,900 men on its rolls,
During the ensuing four vears, 2,808,628 mon
were enlisted for the following periods of

time:—

The records of the office of the Provost Mare
ehal-General show from what State, county, or
town those men came, and what bocame of cach
one, These records tell us that of this lurge
number of troops, 2,408,108 left the army aliye.
Some of them deserted; o few were dizmissed
betore their term of service expired; a glorlous
bind went home armless, legless, eyeless,
through thelr patriotic endeavors to save thair
country from dismemberment, But the ma-
jority returned safe and sound to the place of
enllgtment, there to be muostered ont for home,

But 280,420 men, good, true, and loyal, sealed
their patriotism with their blood, Death met
them i every shape. Over (0,000 died on the
fleld o battle; 35,000 survived the shock of the
conflict only to die of wonnds, while 184,000
died of dizease in tent or hospital, or by the
waykide, To give the exact figures, 96,080 died
of battle or of wounds, while 184,381 died of
disease. This proves that the great mortality
of war does not arise {rom the deadly bullet. It
is the hardship of the campaign, the ehange of
maode of lite, the difference in clinsate, thavroalls
up the terrible record of dead, "Two persons
died of disense in this war for every one thsat
fell from on encmy's weapon, Yet this per-
centage of disense is far less than that of other
countries and other ages,

In the Crimean war seven-eighths of the mor-
tality of the Britlsh troops during the entire
campaign were due to disease, and one-eighth
only to deaths from wounds received in action,
In Jsnuary, 1865, the month of the greatest
mortality of that campaign, ninety-seven per
cent. of the entire mortality of the British
troops resulted from disease, “'At this rate,”
gays Elliott, “lo supply the loss ocecasioned
merely b{’ death, this army would need to be
replaced by & new army of equal pumbers ouce
in ubout ten months,”

tality in our armies during the whole war, and
the arms of service in which the mortality

From these tubles it appears that 5221 officers
and 60,568 enlisted men were gilled on the battle-
ficld, or subsequently died of thelr wounds:
while 2321 oflicers and 182,010 enlsted men died
of dikense. So that about one officer was slaln
in battle tor abour every 18 men; while only one
officer died for every 80 men in the hospital.
This excess of loss of life among the offioers in
batile is partly due to the fact that in battle they
are expected to lead \heir men on; and still
more, it may be, that when sickness intervenes
they have meaicines, carve, and nourishing food,
thut circumswnees torbld 10 be given to tne
bulk of the army,

The number of white troops enlisted wus
almost exactly 1,600,000 men: the number of
deaths mmong them, 261,122, or 1 death ont of
10, The number of colored iroops was 180,000,
of whom 20,208 died, or abont 1 ontof 4. The
desth rate of the colored troops was therelore
nearly douple that of the white: but the death
rivte from Jdiseiase flone wis tar worse thun this,
Out of every oleht desths among the white
troope, three died on the ficld of butte and five
from disease. Out of every nine deaths smong
the blacks, one died on the feld of battle, and
elghl from. disense. The negro, ac< slavery hns
left i, feeble of will, and with but little moral
staming, is less capuble than the whilte man of
enduring the physical trinls of the military
SOrYIOE, .

The above tables show that the resular sep.
vice 1= fur safer, both on the battlefeld and in
the hospital than the volunteer foree, Out of
the same number of troops of either foree, seven
volunteers would die to six regulars: the wor
tality among the former was nesrly fifteen per
cent. greater than swong the latier,

These army rocords give the preelse number of
men who fled while in their couutry’s servioe,
It does not tell us of that great host whe, dis-
missed al thelr own request for disability, went
home to die, An examination of the pension
vecords would purtly suppiy this want; buor the
full number of those who gave thelr lives to
thelr country oun pever be known.

On Thursday last the Common Couneil of the
oity of Klizabeth, N, J., paid un official visit to
the ex-President of Mexico at his temperary
quarters, the residence of Mr. Baiz, at Eliza-
bethport., Owing to llness, e Honor toe
Mayor was prevented Irom sccompnonying his
collengues. The hoepitalities of the clty were
tendered to the General, and he was invited to
visit the public mstitutions of Elizsbeth. The
reception of these gentlemen by the General
was most cordinl and affable. In the courseof
ils remarks, in reply to the Aattering speeches ot
sevoril members ol the corporation, he alluded
fn emphatic terms (0 the kindness with which
he had been received in the United States in the
yeur 1837 by General Jackson and Secrotary
foreyth,

That visit was paid during the winter season,
and the Geneinl deseribed graphically his dread
o1 the cold, with which Andrew Jackson olten
twitted him, adyising him ironically to choose
the spring senson for his next visit. Littld did
1 then think, remarked Saota Anna, that my
m'm"f could eéver be so trodden down and
divided aa to require me 1w come to bhls great
republic 1o nsk assistance in ber dire extromity,
in order to free Mexico & second time from the
agespotie grasp of  forelgn usurper,

In alludmg to the wrongs of Mexico the Gene-
ral's voice and manner were full of an enthu-
sinsm which seemed to communicate itsell 1o all
present almost electrically. The municipal re-
presentatives were muoch surprised when one of
their number, upon inquiring the General's A
was informed that he was sixty-eight vears cﬂﬁ?

A casual observer would not eredit him with
more thun fifty years, and his youthful appear-
ance i= the more remarkable wnen we recollect
the hardships and campaigns that Santa Anna
bas passed through. He was barely thirty yedrs
ol age when he assumed the executive power us
President of Mexico, atter having distingnished
himeelf in the ficld among the liberators of his
conntry in expelling the Spaniards, aud aguin
when he destroyed the Spanish expedition sent
in 1827 to recapture the city of Tampico,

Mexico, May 6.—Ecoromical reduction con-
tinue, Great financial reforms are taking place,
